David Shaw, one of Andover’s most 
prominent and respected residents, passed 
away at his home, 85 Main street, Monday 

ternoon after a brief illness. Born in 
\ndover on March 6, 1862, he had resided 
here all his life, and through his business, 
church and personal affiliations, he had 
carved for himself a position of well-merited 


respect in the minds and hearts of many | 


\ndover residents. 

Mr. Shaw was educated in the local public 

cols and Carney’s Commercial college in 
Lawrence. He taught piano and church organ 
for several years. He was employed for a few 
months in the Boston office of the Tyer 
Rubber company, and in 1886, at the age of 
4, he entered the office of Lee, Higginson & 
Co., Bankers, in Boston. He rose to the posi- 
tion of office manager and in 1906 became a 
partner in the firm. He retired in 1923. 

For several years he was associated with 
Hon. Charles Francis Adams and Judge 
Frederick P. Cabot as trustee for the estate of 
lienry L. Higginson. 

Mr. Shaw was a trustee of the Andover 

vings Bank for twenty-two years and was 
chairman for several years of the auditing 
committee. He was first elected auditor in 
January, 1919. He was also a director of the 
Ganley Coal Land company of West Virginia. 

Oldest Subscriber 

For twenty years, since January 12, 1915, 
Mr. Shaw had been president of the Board of 
Directors of the Andover Press, having 
served as clerk for six years prior to that 
time. He was probably the oldest living sub- 
scriber to the Townsman, having bought 
copies of the first few issues and then having 
taken out his first subscription in the early 
winter of 1888, a few short months after the 
jirst issue appeared on October 14, 1887. It 
was one of his fondest memories, oft-repeated 
on his numerous visits to the Press office. For 
many years he had maintained a most active 
interest in the affairs of the Press and par- 
ticularly of the Townsman, often bringing in 
little items of interest for insertion in the 
paper. His interest in town offairs was equally 
as keen, and he never failed to keep himself 
thoroughly informed on everything of public 
interest. 

He was always active in the affairs of the 
South church, having served as organist from 
ISS1 until 1901, At the time of his death he

Over 200 Preparatory school educators 
gathered at Phillips Academy Friday and 
Saturday for the tenth annual conference of 
the Secondary Education Board. Dr. Tyler 
Dennett, president of Williams College, 
addressed the conference Friday evening on 
“The Non-Academic Student in the Private 
Secondary School,” a subject which had been 
discussed during the day by various groups 

The annual business meeting was held 
Saturday morning, with Frederick J. V 
Hancox of Lawrenceville being re-elected 
chairman for three years. The next conference 
will be held in Lawrenceville. 

Two other officers were elected: Head 
master James I. Wendell of the Hill schools

The sum of $98,000 will be requested by the 
building committee at the special town meet- 
ing Monday night to add to the original ap- 
propriation of $406,000 for the building of a 
gymnasium, auditorium, junior high school 
and heating plant. This sum has the unani- 
mous approval of the building committee and 
the finance committee. With the $112,700 
grant this makes the cost to the town $391, 
300, 

Twelve different propositions were pre- 
sented to the building committee, and of 
these the commiltee selected three, costing 
$108,000, $98,000 and $78,000 respectively. 
The plan that is recommended provides for 
the adoption of the original plans and speci- 
fications for the erection of the junior high 
school, gymnasium and auditorium and a new 
boiler house, enlarged for the use of the hori- 
zontal return tube type of boiler. The $108,- 
000 plan calls for the original plans and speci- 
fications, with water-tube boilers in a separate 
boiler house. The $78,000 calls for the original 
plans and specifications for the erection of the 
first three units, but instead of a new boiler 
house, five cast-iron boilers are placed in the 
Jackson school. 

In none of the propositions is the exterior 
changed in any way 

There are two reasons for the committee's 
approval of the $98,000 plan rather than the 
$78,000 plan, it was stated yesterday. One is 
that the cast-rion boilers in the Jackson 
school would cost $1000 to $1200 extra a year 
to operate, thus soon eating up the initial 
saving, and the other is that the committee 
did not feel that the Jackson school building 
was a proper place for the new boilers, pri- 
starily becauis of the fact that children would 
be studying over them, and that the Jackson 
building would not last the life of the other 
buildings in the central plant and would not 
be able to take care of possible future needs. 

The sum of $98,000 is $16,560.48 more than 
would have been asked for a similar project in 
October, the building committee stated this 
week. The actual cost of the set up is $96, 
065.60, but $1,934.40 is added as a contingent 
fund. In October the total extra cost was 
$79,505.12 for this particular job, and adding 
$1,934.40 as a contingent fund to this, the 
extra appropriation needed then would have 
been $81,439.52, or $16,560.48 less than is 
requested now.

Important Factor in German Industry

The tales of romance and adventure woven 
into the rich rugs and tapestries of Persia and 
the Orient have been an effective means of 
preserving the historic traditions of those 
countries. The carpets and hangings of their 
land are as important a part of their culture 
as art or literature, and the craftsmanship in 
them represents the life work of those who 
wove them. 

Today the indelible stamp of the machine is 

yresent on most of our products, and the 
ittle that remains of true craftsmanship is 
out of reach of the average home. 

However, the exhibit of German textiles on 
display at the Addison Gallery this month 
indicates that at least in Germany, pride of 
workmanship is still the important factor in 
her industrial activities. 

The exhibit includes material for curtains, 


rugs, made out of wool, cotton, and silk, and 
shows an originality of design expressive of 
the age and country in which they are made. 

Instead of working in competition with 
machine manufacturing, the guilds which pro- 
duce these textiles are really pioneers in the 
work, experimenting with new weaves and 
designs, and determining which are most 
suitable for general use. Thus, arts and 
crafts, instead of being supplanted by the 
recent swing towards industrialism, has suc 
ceeded in creating a niche of its own, and, 
more and more, manufacturers are beginning 
to realize the possibilities of the independent 
artisan in aiding them to turn out a better

James Michael Curley, who on 
Washington’s birthday, is to shake hands 
with thousands of people at the annual 
Washington celebration in Boston, held a 
preliminary rehearsal in Andover last Sunday 
when he shook hands with James Michael 
Curley. It was not an act of egotism; rather 
it was an act of pleasure at meeting someone 
who bore the same name, “handle and all,” 
as he himself did. 

His Excellency was paying his first visit to 
a C.C.C. camp, and shortly after he had 
arrived, there was introduced to him a young 
C.C.C. member, James Michael Curley, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Michael J. Curley of Rox-

O’Hair as commander of the local company, 
represented the First Corps Area officials, but

After he had disposed of some of the cake 
which bore the inscription, ‘Welcome to 
110th Co., C.C.C., Governor Curley,” the 
Governor rose to make a few remarks to the 


camp members. Rising from that bench was 
no easy task, because you first have to slide 
around sideways and then put one leg on 
either side. Then you can stand up, sometimes 
without tipping the table. The Governor was 
helped to his feet by two camp members, and 
then after placing his hands in his pockets, he 
told the boys that he hadn’t wanted to come 
up on such a bad morning, but Mrs. Bresna- 
han had informed him at ten o'clock that the 
boys were expecting him, and he couldn’t do 
anything about it. He told them it was the 
first time that he had ever visited a C.C.C. 
camp and the first time he had ever sat down 
to “break bread with 150 future presidents of 
the United States.” 

Everytime he discusses the C.C.C. move- 
ment with President Roosevelt, the Chief 
Executive beams all over, the Governor said, 
at the realization of what is possible through 
the C.C.C. He felt that the camps should be 
extended and every boy eligible should be 
given an opportunity to attend to receive the 
benefits of contacts with fellows of their own 
age and with older men who had “rubbed 
elbows with the world.” 

Then it was all over and the Governor 
| walked out with Mary. He chatted for a
